One of the Precarious Ways of Getting 
a Livigg in the Metropolis. ye

To make a decent livivg through the me- 
diam of short-story writing only is no easy 
matter, Try it. It is a well-knowa fact that 
it is much easier to write one long novel tha’ 
shall ranp“tbrough a dozen w or montis 
than it is to compose twelve short tales, the 
sum of which should correspond im siz3 to 
iLat of tie one lopg novel, More labor and 
more coutrivauce are required in the elabora- 
tion oi the dozen brief chronicles than are 
necessary in the development of the one ¢x- 
tended romance. The advantage of the 
sthorter work is that its tate 1s sooner known, 
in a week or. ten days, or, at most

Some writers will) work up the same 
ideas, or cet of ideas, into half a dozea vari- 
ous forms, and wail the variegated results to 
half » dozeu ciffzrent papers, using a differ- 
ent nom de zAume for cach, Some are almost 
morbidly conercientious on the questiva of 
w:rking old material over again. When au 
article hus ooce left their baupds they have 
dove with it forever, and nothing will prtvail 
upon them to touch it again, unless it is so 
associated With other questions a= to make it 
Virtually a vew topic. Some are very apt at 
seizi stories and povelettes pubii@hed in 
English mayazines, avd so altering the names 
ot cbaractcis and places, confusing the dates, 
and addwg facts and fancies a3 to pace the 
originals beyoud the pale of recogouition. 
These reconstructions, which they call their

We would suggest that the 
Governor has no authority vested in him 
under the constitution and laws to arrest 
any one—to try any one—to bh any 
one—or to order the same to be'done. 
What do the grumblers want the Governor 
todo? Is itanything he has power to do? 
Ifso, what is it? Let those who complain 
of the Governor, speak out and say what 
they want done; and then also specify the 
law under which he has power to do what 
they desire. 
The truth is, and it ought to be known 
to all, that the Governor has no power or 
authonty to act in such cases, except the 
power, upon proper imformation, to effer 
rewards for the apprehension ot criminals. 
As Governor he has no authority to arrest 
or order the arrest of anybody. He can 
issue no process, nor execute any. His 
powers in such cases are no greater than 
apy private citizen. If he knows of a 
crime being committed, like any other 
citizen, he may give information to some 
magistrate authorized by law to issue 
process for the arrest of the offender, and 
have it placed in the hands of an officer 
authorized to make the arrest.. He is as 
much bound by the laws as other citizens, 
He is subject to the law, not above the law. 
And were he to do what many 1n their 
excited clamor demand of him, it would 
be such an usurpation of power 
would justly subject him 
to impeachment. Under our gov- 
ernment and system ot laws 
the mode of reaching ottenders is fixed 
and defined. Any other mode than that 
prescribed by law would be. a violation of 
law. Those who complata’ about the non- 
execution of the laws had better look 
nearer home for the fault. It rests not 
upon the Governor, but upon those officers 
who by law are intrusted.with the en- 
forcement ot the criminal laws; ard upon 
those citizens who can give information as 
to the perpetrators of such crimes. 

lt is the duty of citizens -all over the 
country to gise in their strength, and do 
their best to aid the local magistracy hav- 
ing jurisdiction of such crimes iu en- 
forcing the laws, and in short 
make the law a_ shield and _protec- 
lion against such outrages by giving all 
the information in their possession as to 
suchigevil doers, and by giving to the con- 
stabulary all necessary aid in arresting 
and holding the offenders to. trial. 
Quit grumbling, and do your own 
duty in every community. See that the 
iocal civil authorities are properly intormed| 
against the offenders and aid them to en- 
furce the laws. Instead of complaining of 
the Governor, go and complain to the 
nearest magistrate; for he, and not the 
Governor, has authority toaid you. If the 
laws are defective have your repgesenta- 
tives in the Legislature toamend them. If 
they are sufficient, seek the redress they 
afford, and in the appointed mode. Quit 
grumbling and go to work toentorce the 
laws.

Georgia over the late leasing of the State 
railroad to certain parties by the Govern- 
or, Which some of the press and people go 
co far as to pronounce a decided swindle. 
Tbe road, connecting the cities of Atlanta 
and Augusta, was built andis owned by 
the State of Georgia. It has always been 
a losing concern, having paid nothing into 
the treasury even in the purer and better 
days of the republic. Since the reign of 
BULLOCK began, it has been run exclusive- 
ly as a political machine, and of course at 
a very heavy loss to the State. ‘In view 
of these facts, the Legislature some time 
since passed an act authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to lease it to the highest bidder fora 
term of twenty years, the lessee or lessees 
to pay not less than $25,000 a month jor it, 
and give security to the amount of eight 
millions ot dollars. This the Governor 
did some ten or fifteen days ago. ‘hat is 
to say, he leased the read to a company 
formed for the purpose of securing and 
runping it; but it is declared that this com- 
pany was not the highest but the lowest 
of the two bidders, and it seems that such 
was ectualiy the case. There were, in 
point of fact, three bidders, but we are told 
that as one of them offered no security 
whatever and wore the aspect of an indi-

This, although the highest, was 
rejected by Governor BuLLock, on ac- 
count, it is alleged, ot the insufficiency ot 
the security offered,and that of Messrs. 
Brown, CoLe, STEPHENS & Co. was ac- 
cepted. 

The transaction was at once denounced 
as a fraud upon the people of the State, 
and some of the friends of Mr. STEPHENS 
expressed themselves as greatly surprised 
that he should have had anything to do 
with it. This called forth a letter from 
that gentleman, in which he explained how 
he happened to become one of the lessees; 
an explanation which can hardly have 
_.ailed to satisfy his friends that if there 
had been anything in the shape of fraud 
connected with the matter, he, at least,was 
not knowing!y a party to it. Scon after 
the publication of this letter Mr .Srergens 
beeame convinced, it would seem, that 
there really was a taint éf decay somewhere 
within the dominions of his Majesty of 
Denmark—that there was, in short, some’ 
thing wrong m the transaction between 
the Governor and the lessees of the road— 
‘and he immediately. withdrew from the 
company. And this action on the part of 
Mr. STEPHENS, of Couise, brought out ex- 
Governor Brown, the President of the 
company, who, unlike the laws, is never 
silent in the midst of arms. In a long let- 
ter addressed to Mr. STEPHENS, he givesa 
full histery, of the affair, from the begin- 
ning to the end—or to the end if the end 
has been rcached; which is hardly proba- 
ble. According to his statement, when 
Messrs. SEAGo, Dossrxs, BLopGert & Co. 
banded 1n their bid they offered a number 
of Georgia railroad companies as their se- 
curities; that several of the officers of the 
roads, who were in Atlanta at the time, 
assured Governor BULLOCK that Messrs. 
Seaco, Dorsins, BLopcett & Co. had 
used the names of those companies without 
authority; tbat the Governor notified 
Messrs.8., D., B. & Co. that they must 
find other security before their bid could 
be accepted; assuring them that ample time 
would be allowed them for that purpose; 
that they failed to offer such security as the 
Governor was required by law to demand, 
and that nothing was then left the Goy- 
ernor but to accept the bid of Messrs 
| Brown, Cote, STEPHENS & Co., whose 
| security wasin every respect satistactory:

Negro Testimeny. 

The leading editorial article in the 

Frankfort Yeoman, of yesterday, is entitled 
to'consideration, as coming from that sec- 
tion of the Kentucky Democracy which 
has been slowest to concede the changes 
necessary to put us on a line with the ex- 
isting order of things around us, and about 
us, and in the midst ofus. Had the views 
expressed prevailed at the start, we should 
have had no trouble with this question. It 
would not have been made a bone of con- 
tention; it could not have become an ele- 
ment of disturbance; the cue for an attempt 
to divide the Democratic parfy and to 
drive us from it; the signal for a mass Of 
misrepresentation from the Radicals; the 
motive and key-note for much civil broil 
and political uncharitableness. Other 
questions relating to the negro have set- 
tled themselves or been settled by the twin 
agencies of fraud and force. This question 
alone remains to plague us, and at the 
same time to serve the enemy. But it 
the Legislature will act promptly and 
courageously, we shall remove it from our 
councils and it will never be heard ot any 
more, If they do not, it will be introduced 
into the convention of the 3d of May, it 
will enter into the canvass tor State officers, 
and it will continue to vex and divide us; 
but still with the inevitability of finally 
prevailing as an essential part of our local 
jurisprudenee. The Republican organ in 
this city has already shown us which way 
the wind is going to blow. The Legisla- 
ture should take warning in time, and we 
are glad to have: the Yeoman join us in 
urging it to action.

THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 


The Mayoraud Council ane the Rights 
of the People 

The powers and functions sentninén by statu- 
tory legislation upon the Mayor and Council of a 
city are two-fold in their character—iegisiative 
end execulive. @n the use <«f the former 
the largest discretion its alloweo; in - the 
latter but a limited discretion. For the manage- 
meb. ef the general initeresis of the city, the 
Legislature has rigptly given liberal powers to 
our elected and highest copstituted authorities; 
gud in such management the action of these 


does not Violate the terme of the charter of the 
city. Buttbere are questions of special and 
g:ave importance, in Lhe determination of which 
the Legislature, In ite wisdom, has chosen to 
himit thé powers of the Mayor and Council te sae 
mere functions of an execuitve ayent, and to 
trust the Opal settlement to the arbitrament of 
the popular will. Ail questsems involving larze 
appropriations of money fer special purpo_es are 
of tbis class. 

There are certainly weighty and snificient rea- 
:ons for this cautious reserve of power. Cor- 
porations, combinations and persons wielding 
large mears and influence are always, directly or 
inatrectly, interested in favoring or opposing 
these measures of special importance and in- 
volving the expenditure of a great amount of 
mopey; and the common practice of using money 
and influence to win or defeat such measures is 
potorious. A tew menina council or board, ar 
afew persons in cflicial position, representing 
important ioterests and invested with represent- 
alive powers, can be more easily manipulated 
and controlled by these outside means and inter- 
ested agencies than the great and numerous body 
ef people whom they represent. Hence, to give 
the fnal and arbitrary powers of decision to the 
f. w officials rather thanto referthem to the 
Many lvterested people, is hazardipg the defeai 
oftentimes of the peopie’s wishes and the sacri- 
fice of their bighest tnterests to the corrupt self- 
isbnees and greed of a powerful few. 

It seemed wise in our Legislature to give this 
power of self-p: otection to our people on matters 
of specialiy grave importance. If it had done 
otherwise, and they had left the final power of 
decigicn in all cases witb the Maser and Ceuncil, 
and these officials had appropriated and squan- 
dered large sums of money for the city upon 
mea:ures of little or no public benefit to us, 
what would be the legitimate conclusion? Ia- 
sitactively, that corzupt influences had been 
brought to bear, and that our city fathers had 
prostituted their powers © unworthy purposes. 

But suppose, on tbe other hand, the Mayor and 
Council, op questions of the greatest interest to 
our city should assume the final docision, when 
the prerogative of sucb Opal cecision is vested 
With the peopie alone,andsa¥ tous: “You are 
not competent to judge a question like this, and 
«e will deny you the right whichthe law has 
ciear!coaferred.”” What will be the resul:, and 
how will the people feel under such treatment?
